92116 (10 Dec.) 8 I'd 
like to comment, for publication, on the two rules situations which John 
[Beshara] brings up, in reverse order. 

[These comments are in GRAUSTARK #253, p. 6 0 ] 

II. This situation is correct, but actually arises under Rule Xl.T.5 
(not XII±3* which John quotes), "A convoyed attack does not protect the 
convoying fleets." Example 13, which follows, is essentially the same as 
the example John gives. Rules XIIo-3 and XII. 5 obviously reinforce each 
other, and John's point is well taken in that regard. 

[All references are tb the 1971 revision of the Diplomacy Rulebook. 
See GRAUSTARK #252 for details.] 

I. I don't see how this nterpretation arises. The rule quoted ap- 
plies to this kind of situations ENGLAND s A Lon-Bel, P Eng C A Lon-Bel} 
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"RANCEs F Bre-Eng . Here, the convoy succeeds because the convoying fleet 
-us attacked "but not dislodged. The rule John quotes says exactly that. 
Furthermore, the correspondence between those who rewrote the Rulebook, to 
which JoKn also has access, makes this clear. 

That does not mean 'John's suggested ruling is wrong. It raises all 
sorts- Qf questions, some of which I'd like to discuss. First of all, I 
think that what was meant in John's analysis is not that the convoyed army 
stands off the attacking fleet. The convoying fleet does that, since it is 
sup-ported in place. I believe he is suggesting that the attacking fleet is 
standing off the convoyed army, since each is equally well supported. I 
agree with John's ruling here, and would also rule the stand-off in the ab- 
sence of the ENGLISH order "F Eng S F Nth". 

This' is because, as John says, the convoyed army is coming from the di 
rection of the convoying fleet. This is Brannan's Rule, and I have ruled 
in exactly this fashion for years. In my current House-Rules, dAted last 
June, this ruling appears as HR 23b (that is, Brannan's Rule, corollary B). 
I have long been practically alone in my stand on this question, and I am 
glad to see others beginning to rule the same way. I do not see, however, 
how the ruling can arise from Rule XII. 3, which John Quotes. However, 
since we are agreed that the ruling is valid, there Is no need to quibble 
over why. 

The problem is, however, that the Rulebook may not sanction this rul- 
ing at all. In order to see this, we must go back to Rule XII; 5» "A con- 
voyed attack does not protect the convoying fleets." In the early drafts 
of the new Rulebook, I inserted Brannan's Rule and all its corollaries (in- 
cluding the ruling of my HR 23b, and an example to illustrate it, essential 
ly the, same as the example John uses,, except set in the Med, convoying A 
Spa-Nap, "and without a support for the last convoying fleet). After some 
deliberation, Allan Calha'mer rejected this interpretation. He and I had a 
lively debate over convoyed attacks in the context of World War" I and of 
World War II, in which he felt that my ruling would be all right in the 
latter context, but not in the former, which is the context of the game. 
Anyway, Allan then wrote in a rule on this situation the opposite of the 
one I suggested, with an example which is now Example 13. His intent was 
to prevent a stand-off between the- convoyed army and the attacking fleet. 
To Example 13> add FRANCE: A Rom S A Spa-Nap, and you will see what I mean. 
Allan would rule • that the FRENCH F Tyr Is still dislodged. If one reverses 
this situation, and using John's example I, Allan would also rule that A 
Edi-Hol succeeds , or so I believe. I suppose we should write Allan and 
find out for sure, but that would, seem logical in view of his stand on the 
convoying fleet when unsupported. 

As I said before, however, I feel that the ruling John Suggests is 
more reasonable, and more consistent with other rulings involving convoys. 
I will probably continue to rule as I always have on this matter, which is 
the ruling John suggests, but will wait to see what Allan says before mak- 
ing up my mind.

Brantano's and several other New York City game shops offered for this 
holiday season 'The Godfather Game*. Packaged in a plastic violin case 
whose label displays a tommy-gun, this game has raised screams of outrage 
from Italian-Americans and from any politician whose district contains large 
numbers , of them; 

The game board is divided into such sections of a city as Harlem, Park 
West, The Docks, Little' Italy, Lower East Side, and Wall Street. The object 
is to take over rackets in as many neighborhoods as possible. (We might 
wonder why Wall Street was included. Pete Hamill has suggested that the way 
to get rid of the Mafia is to make all of its . activities legal. Once that 
was done, the WASP operators in Wall Street would clean them out in a week; ) 

Racket cards in the game "represent bookies, bootleggers, loan sharks, 
and other profitable activities.' ' A player who draws a "Fingerman Card" oan 
remove from the board any three of his opponents' pieces. 

The game's inventor, Jody Porter cf : Urban Systems Inc. of Cambridge, 
Massi, says that he intended no slur on any ethnic group. To which the Los 
Angeles F ree Press (19 Nov. 1971) acidly replies, "Wo 've heard that one be- 
fore, right? When they talk about a Godfather Game, who do you think they 
got in mind? D;Ld you ever hear of a Congolese Godfather?" 

(We will leave aside for the time being the alleged kidnapping of se- 
veral Mafia bigshots by black gangsters who are trying to make the Cosa Nos- 
tra an Equal Opportunity Employer; ) 

Even Parker Brothers has been drawn into the controversy, thanks to a 
sloppily written Time story of the game which makes it appear that this pres- 
tigious manufacturer was responsible for it. Urban Systems specializes in 
ecological games, and presumably this one was developed as a prey-predator 
relationship between the Mob and various small-time operators, legitimate 
and otherwise o The game ■ is actually. manufactured by Family Games, Inc. in 
Cambridge; . 

"Principal opponents of the game are Anthony Colombo, vice-president and 
son of the president of the Italian-American Civil Rights League, a Mafia 
front which is trying to claim that the entire "Mafia" is the invention of 
politicians and intellectuals prejudiced against Italians, and Benito Gal- 
luci of Bridgeport, also a IACRL leader. Even Mayor Lindsay, a man not com- 
monly sensitive to Italian-American feelings, has"* commented that "the inven- 
tors of this game should go back to the drawing boards*'* Representative 
Mario Biaggi (Dem<>, NY) unsuccessfully tried to get the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to ban it; Even the New York Times condemned the game editorially. 

Actu a lly, this tumult may be unjustified. The list price of the God- 
father Game is. $15.00, and even Spiegel's, the game discount house at the : . 
corner of Nassau and Ann Streets in lower Manhattan, charges $1'3±20 for it. 
This is almost, twice the price of a Diplomacy set, and Diplomacy has not af- 
ter all filled the country with Hawks. As a vector of anti-Italian prejudice 
this game should be notably ineffective. .

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HISTORY OF THE FOUR AND A HALF KINGDOMS - X 

The announcement of the 1971 Ignobel Prizes was made this year on 
the afternoon of 21 December in the Salon du Grand-Due Gorboduc XI of the 
Hotel de Wogastisburg et Metropole, in the capital of the Grand Duchy of 
Wogastisburg-Schlampenbuttel. Of the seven members of the selection board 
for the prizes, Aloys Ignobel and the Zurich Gnome Rumpelslipstick were 
present; the identities of the other members are kept secret.* Rumpel- 
slipstick, in whose bank, most of the Ignobel fortune Is kept, made the 
announcement to a turbulent crowd of diplomats, newsmen, and ordinary ci- 
tizens who, with the infallible instinct for freeloading which inhabitants 
of the Balkan Massif possess, had already swept clean the refreshments; 

The war prize went, as everyone had suspected, jointly to President 
Yahya Khan of Pakistan and Prime Minister Indira Gandhi of India. The 
only objection came from Andre Morose, the French Ambassador to Polykarp, 
who -cried, out, "Every' year this prize is promised to France for our war in 
Tchad, and every year someone else slips in and gets it." 1 The sspionage 
award to Daniel Ellsberg also came as no surprise, though correspondent 
Vidkun Q. Buckley of National Review shouted that "Uncle Bill should have 
got half the money.'" The genocide award went jointly to Generals Niazi of 
Pakistan and Siddiqi of the Mukil A l3a!iiini, "for the diligence with which 
they slaughtered each other's adherents while remaining themselves safe 
from any such danger". 

It was with the award for provocation that ., disorder began. Scarcely 
had Rumpelslipstick said, "To Sheikh Mujib er-Rahman, leader of the Awami 
League, for winning an election," when shouts came from every quarter of 
'•the salon. Loudest was U. S. Senator Winsom- Q. Weathercock, on his way to 
a visit to his ancestors' home In Skandalutz. "I win elections every six 
years, if my boys vote more often than the other fellow's," he protested.. 
"How does this greaser manage to get a prize doing the same .thing?" 
••■ •'} "Gentlemen," the banker began when the tumult had quited slightly, 
"according to the terms of Alfons Ignobel's will, this award goes to the 
man —or woman - who has served most effectively as an agent provocateur . 
Sheikh; .Mujib *s attempt to take poiver, simply because he had a voting major- 
ity of the people behind him, was an intolerable provocation to the Paki- 
stani government. Certainly, Senator, you ought to be familiar with this" 
situation in your own country. . For years, a majority of the American peo- 
ple have ; .opposed the war in Indo-China. But- do you think anyone would be 
allowed to take office, or even to run for office, on such a platform?" 

This scarcely mollified the American. "Last year I was re-elected on 
a pledge to withdraw U. S. troops from-" 

"Yes, and in 196^ you were re-elected on a platform of complete sup- 
port for the President's Vietnam policy. . In 1968 you supported a presi- 
dential candidate who favored the war. Now shut up or I'll tell everyone 
the amount in your numbered account In my bank. " 

After this, the award of the prize for military ' science to Arthur Jen- 
sen came as an anti-climax. Jensen's theories that non-whites are inherent- 
ly the mental inferiors of whites, were praised "for promoting both eivil and 
international hostility, and providing justification for innumerable acts 
of war, civil strife, and other profitable activities." 

The reception broke up shortly afterwards, since the Grand-Ducal Par- 
liament had just, opened, and everyone wanted to get good seats for the show. 
Senator Weathercock went on to Skandalutz, where he was chosen King in the 
Winter Solstice lottery.
